Psychiatrists at the University of Oklahoma report considerable 
success in treating teenage male exhibitionists when the 
exhibitionisa does not appear to be symptomatic of more severe 
disorders. Boys are not motivated on their own to take the treatment 
but rather are forced under court order. Therapy is performed in 
groups of patients with a common problem, rather than diverse 
difficulties. While patients range in age up to their fifties, all 
began their careers of indecent exposure as youths. The doctors 
found that the patients have in common a lack of masculine 
self-confidence, a tendency to feel inferior to other men and a view 
of women as more powerful and dangerous than men. The impulse to 
exhibit invariable follows some incident which the patient regards as 
an insult to his masculine image. The treatment does more than merely 
keep the patients out of jail; their personalities have generally 
improved.

The findings are 
discussed in relation to socioeconomic and cultural conditions, and 
the importance of comparable parallel investigations in all Latin 
American countries is emphasized as a means to an adequate evaluation 
of the alcoholism problem and a sound basis for prevention and 
treatment.

The possibility of a link between an extra Y chromosome and 
criminality is discussed. Many dangerous and violent men with 
criminal tendencies have been found to have this extra sex 
chromosome. The normal male has one X chromosome and only one Y 
chromosome. Men with the extra Y chromosome are generally taller, 
have facial acne, and have severely disordered personalities 
characterized by antisocial behavior. The IQs of these men are 
generally low. The legal implications of the extra sex chromosose 
are discussed. When a study was done to determine whether tall men 
in general had the extra chromosome, results were negative. It 
should be noted that there are many normal men who exhibit no 
antisocial behavior and still have an extra Y chromosone.

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The problem of prostitution is a vexing one to law enforcement 
officials, judges and the general public. The attempt to discourage 
the customer by making him as well as the prostitute liable to 
punishment will probably fail. The extent to which college youths 
seek out prostitutes for their first intercourse has decreased 
tremendously over the past 20 years. The role of the prostitute 
becomes less important as sex values are liberalized. Prostitution, 
unlike masturbation, is not a substitute for sexual intercourse. It 
may also be the only haven that many malformed, diseased or lonely 
men can obtain. The sadomasochistic group may well constitute the 
largest single group of the prostitute's clients. Many psychiatrists 
feel that the prostitute is an unconscious lesbian motivated by her 
hatred of men and desire to degrade them. It is concluded that 
prostitution is desirable only in very limited areas but that it is 
inevitable.

Specific behavioral deviations, other than mental deficiency, 
associated with the "extra Y syndrome" are described. In this 
investigation, information was sought from mental hospitals and a 
prison on those male inmates who were over 6 ft. tall and known for 
their violent, destructive behavior. Chromosome studies were done on 
these subjects (49). The normal karyotype of 46 chromosomes (XY) was 
found in all but 2 of the men, the exceptions being one 47/XXY and 
one 47/XYY. The patient with the XYY syndrome is described and found 
to exhibit all the salient features of this syndrome. It has been 
postulated that the Y chromosome acts as a mediator for the 
production of testosterone and that the presence of excess androgens 
in the circulation primes the developing central nervous system to 
its greater aggressive tendencies. Suggestions for further research 
are discussed.

Conditioned aversion to a film was used in the treatment of a 48 
year old married housewife who was a chronic kleptomaniac. The woman 
had a strict family upbringing during which she was punished 
frequently by food deprivation. The film was made at a local store 
and edited so that the patient appeared to enter the store and 
proceeded to shoplift. Disapproving faces were interjected with each 
theft. The film was then shown to the patient while an electric 
shock (administered to the forearm by a medical faradic stimulator) 
was given on a random reinforcement schedule which coincided with the 
appearance of a disapproving face. After 5 weeks and 40 showings of 
the film, the patient reacted with anxiety to every stimulus whether 
or not a shock was given. It was intended to condition generalized 
anxiety (produced by electric shock) to a specific fear of being 
watched; and to condition both to the act of shoplifting using a 
classical or Pavlovian technique. The technique appears to have been 
successful.

Violence was said to be destructive aggression, but 
destructive was not defined, nor was constructive or self-defense 
aggression. Also, all assassination attempts but one were asserted 
to be made by individuals who were seriously disturbed or even 
paranoid schizophrenics. In this connection, it must be kept in mind 
that many leading contemporary psychiatrists maintain that a crisinal 
act is itself the symptom of mental illness. In view of this, it is 
hardly surprising that most American psychiatrists regard the 
assassin of an American president or presidential candidate as 
mentally ill.

The purgatio canonica provided 
the suspected heretic with an opportunity to end the proceedings in 
his own favor, but the fear of swearing such an oath was a fora of 
mental torture.

Sentencing is a broad concept which may be taken to include the 
presentence stages of the trial, the imposition of the penal measure 
and the consequences of this measure on the offender. At the center 
of this process stands the judge. From him are required not only the 
moral qualities traditionally expected from him but also a 
familiarity with modern techniques of criminalistics and an 
understanding of the behavioral sciences such that he will be 
equipped to appreciate the findings of experts in these fields; 
moreover, he must also have a knowledge of the various penal measures 
at his disposal. In order to achieve these aims, it is desirable 
that judges undergo special training. Maximum use should be made of 
presentence reports prepared by probation officers or court clinics.

It is often theoretically possible for conduct which constitutes 
an offense to be split up in such a way that it could be regarded as 
a number of offenses.

The aim of this study was to investigate how length of 
imprisonment and subjective distance from release affect future time 
perspective and estimation of short time intervals.

Time estimations were seasured 
by both estimation and production methods on intervals ranging from 5 
to 40 seconds.

Jews, occupation, locality of residence). These comparisons have 
been made with respect to offenders in general as well as with 
respect to recidivists and in particular, to recurrent recidivists. 
The offenders have also been broken down according to the type of 
offense for which they were convicted. The salient findings are the 
large and persistent criminality differentials by religion and by 
Origin and region of birth of Jews. The criminality rates of all 
non-Jews are several times higher than those of all Jews.

It is the general conclusion of this research that no real 
reduction in the delinquency rate will occur until such time as the 
means available to commit criminal acts are eliminated. So long as 
illegitimate opportunities are at hand to high school dropouts, 
educational retraining programs for them will fail.
